PROFITS OF THE BUSINESS. 
WHAT IT COSTS TO MAKE WHISKY HERE. 

For two or three days past a Ta1pune reporter, 
endowed with s statistical turn of mind and a 
mania for unveiling the intricacies of higher 
mathematics, has been devoting all his spare 
time and wearing out much shoe-leather in try- 
ing to solte the problem. What is the absolute 
cost of agailon of proof spirits ? and also, 
What are the constituert elements which enter 


into its cost?” 

The Interrogation Point wae induced to inves- 
tigate this complex question, because almost 
daily during the past three or four weeks he has 
beard many of the distillers affirm that they were 
losing monev at the rate of $40 to $75 per day. 
One of the members of a prominent distillery 
firm stated to a brother whiskyite that his house 
was a loser to the extent of some 6886 during 
the last twenty days in January. Tus TRripuns 
man endeavored to obtain that balance-sheet for 
publication, but it was refused. 

At that time tbe reporter ventured to inquire, 
„ What's the use in running at a loss?” To this 
conandrum the reply was given, Well, it wouldn't 
do for us to close up now. Even if we did 
shut down, we would still be under an expense, 
and it is better to run along at a small loss, be- 
cause there is a prospect that the market will 
get better at an early date.“ 

This opinion seemed to obtain geverally, for 
the distillers, with the exception of those in pos- 
session of Government custodians, continued to 
run. Those distiliers who had contracts to feed 
cattle felt themselves obliged to run notwith- 
standing they were the largest losers, and they 
were the only ones, who felt discouraged over 
the aituatioa.

Detar, Jap. 16.—There was a good deal of 
surprise and confused crying for servants. when, 
on the morning of Jan. 11, it was announced 
that Delhi was in sight. We shall be there in 
ten minutes.” Delhi gained in one nighfs 
unconscious travel from Cawnpore! There, 
Sel- 
limghur and the munarets of Jumma 
Musjid, and in a few minutes more the 
train was crossing the Jamna on the double 
bridge, which seems worthy of comparison with 
that at Cawnpore over the Ganges. The entry 
of the Prince into Delhi was worthy of the Im- 
perial oecasion, but it may be that it partook 
rather too much of the character of a purely 
military ceremony, the entry of a conqueror. 
There was no music, indeed, to enliven the 
march, aud so it could not be said there were 
strains of triumph. Bat there was nothing inside 
the lines of soldiery, 
. EXTENDING FOR FIVE MILES, 
bat uniforms. swords, lace, plumes, bayonets, 
lances. Outside sat the multitude oa platforms ; 
a crowd of authorities; Lord Napier, hie band 
testing in a bandage; the staff of the army, 
glittering in gold lace, orders, and medals, and 
strange uniforms. There was a guaid of bonor 
outside aud an escort. All was pomp and cir- 
cumstance, which it Would take too long to de- 
describe by electricity. Whon the Prince, in a 
Field-Marshal’s uniform, had mounted, his 
staff formed four abreast on horseback 
from leit to right, three deep in 
front; then Sir H. Davis, on the left of 
the Prince, and Lord Napier of Magdala on his 
right. Behind came Maj. Bradford, Lord Buf - 
field, the Duke of Sutherland, aud Lord A. Paget, 
on horseback abreast, and the rest of the suite 
in Royel carriages. As the Prince arrived a bat- 
tery of the Nineteenth Brigade fired a salute. 
From the railway station to Lotliian road the 
Eleventh Bengal Laucers, Seyenth Benga 
alry, Fitteerth Hussars, and Fifteenth Bengal 
Cavalry were stationed, lining the road. The 
esplanade was lined by a battery of the C Brigade, 
C Battery, Nineteenth, A ttery Eighth, B 
Battery Eizhth Brigade, and Sixth Bengal Cav- 
alry.

But its opera- 
tions were be confined to the north of the 
Koptuk road and a portion of the walls of Dethi. 

TO MEET THE ATTACK, 
a force, under Sir Chartes Reid, of thirty-seven: 
8, one mountain and one heavy battery, two 

rigades of cavalry of three regiments eacb, un- 
der Gens, Miller and Annesley, and eleven bat- 
talions of infantry, with four companies of sap- 
pers, moved out the same day, occupying a line 
north of the ridge from Boraree to Port Khord. 
The country is a level plain to within 3 miles 
of Dethi; when the ridge, extending for 
some 3 miles mm the northeast direction, rises as 
an outlying bastion and hides the city from view. 
In the area of the intended operations three 
roads run southward, converging on Delhi; aud 
nearly paratle! with the wesernmost, or old Im- 
perial road, runs the Royal Canal, from which a 
branch strikes ont 12 miles from Delhi, running 
in an easterly direction across the Imperial road, 
the road to Kurnaut, and the easternmost or 
Baghpat road and, falling into a brauch of the 
Jamna about 8 miles from the city. In 
the level plain are several pay lakes, 
one of several miles in length, and One to the 
left of the Kurusul road, and the country is cut 
up with small irrigatiou branches. Villages large 
and small, each surrounded by trees, dot the 
ground so thickly that the horizon seems a con- 
tinuous forest towards the north and west, but 
east and south it is more open. Walled in- 
clogures, ancient tombs, and ruſus afford 

FINE DEFENSIVE POSITIONS, 

especially as the roads converge to the front of 
the Nujugbur Canal, aconsiderable stream, run- 
ning across low ground, about a mile 
from the ridge and parallel to it. 
Here the Badlee Keserai, Ochterlony, 
aud Sbah Limar Gardens afford much 
cover. It was expected that Sir C. Reid, havi 
protty neatly an egual force, would hold posi- 
tions south of the Branch Canal, and resist the 
advance of the enemy, and especially was it 
hoped that gronnd on the right, so favorable to 
cavalry, would afford occasion for some interest- 
ing mapeuvres. Gen. Hardinge’s men bad long 
marches to make to reach their ground, and, as 
the attacking force, they had todo much more 
work than the defenders. Operations were not 
to begin till 10 a. m. om the I4th. 

The headquarters’ bell bad searcely struck 
when distant guns were beard, but the reports 
ceased, and the firing was rightly supposed to 
be an affair of outposts, Ex to see a col- 
lision between Gen. Hardinge and Sir C. Reid 
some 10 or 12 miles north of Delhi, the Prince

OPERATIONS WERE COMMENCED 
by Gen. Hardinge makinga clever dash at a 
bridge over the cross-cut on the Kurnaul road. 
Mounting eighty iafantry on gun-carriagés, be 
moved down on it as fast as he could go along 8 
miles of road, halted his guns, advanced bis in- 
fantry, and opened fire on two 8, covered by 
a regiment of cavalry, which Sir C. Reid bad 
sent to seize the bridge, but who had neither 
crossed mor destroyed it. It may be doubted 
whether a regiment of cavalry might not have 
erossed the canal, taken the undefended 
ns, and made short work of 80 riflemen thus 
solated, but Reid’s outpost fell back, and Har- 
dinge seized the bridge, and a pontoon bridge 
was soon laid nearly alongside it, to make the 
most of the Kurnaul road, the bridges on the 
old Imperial road, on the right of it, being bad 
and the country under water. it was pretty 
to watch the spectacle of an Indian march; 
long files of camels laden with tents, elephants 
towering above. a confused mass of horses, 
even camp followers, moving in the rear 
of Hardinge’s advance very much as on actual 
eampaigning; but there was no fight- 
ing. Reid was determined to stick to the ridge 
whereon he gained well-deserved honor, 80 he 
tell back on a tremendons line, intrenched him - 
self here and there, called in his outposts, and 
left all the villages in front of Hardinge to be 
occupied without any struggle. It was not very 
exciting, though 
IT WAS NO DOUBT VERY SCIENTIFIC, 
but surely Gen. Reid might have obliged the 
world with a cavalry fight. However, he did 
not, and from the time of the arrival of the 
Prince and suite on the ground scarcely a shot 
was fired, and the operations terminated for to- 
dav, by order, at 3a. m. 
esterday all were up and stirring early, to be 
on the ground as soon as the operations began, 
at 10 o’clock, and soon after that hour the 
Prince’s suite were galloping over the plain 
toward the Jumna to see a cavalry-fight, for 
Gen. Watson had obtained leave from Gen. Har- 
dinge to take all his six regiments and two 
troops to his left and engage Miller's Horse. 
There was a pretty but d@sty charge executed 
by two regiments, but it did not occur until 
His Royal ighness had ridden away 
to the east attracted by heavy firing, 
gaused by Hardingé’s advance and sucsessful 
occupation of the villages in front. The charge, 
however, was not fortunate. There were cer- 
tain 40-pounders of Reid's posted on the far 
flank of Watson's Horse, as they advanced in

YESTERDAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 
Spenal Wispatch to Tae Chicago Tribune. 

Mapison, Wis., Feb. 7.—Both Houses of the 
Legislature met this evening with a pretty full 
attendauce. In the Assembly numerous peti- 
tions were proseated on a variety of subjects 
For and against the repeal of the Potter law;

But very few changes in the rulos have been

proposed this season, the principal one being 


that of equalizing the penalty inflicted on the 
bateman and pitcher, the former for not striking 
at fair balls, and the latter for not sending in 
balis within reach of the bat. The amended rule 


requires a ball to be called on every second un- 
fair ball delivered, instead of every third, as last 


season ; while it allows the bateman to let one 
fair bail pass him instead of his 8 to 
strike at every fair ball delivered. is cannot 
be said to be a change in the rule, but only a 
modification of the 12. for unfair play. The 
only real change in the play is that connected 
with the running of bases on foul balls. It is 
warmly advocated by good judges of the game 
amoug the professional fraternity that the time 
has come to do away with two old features of 
play in base-running, and these are, 

putting out of a base-runner obliged to return 
to his base on afoul ball, and the making of 
foul fly catches exceptions in the case of leaving 
a base after a catch has been made. The amend- 
ed rule governing the play in regard to 
@ foul fly bail is as follows : 

No base shall be run or run scored when a fair or 
foul ball has been caught or momentarily held before 
touching the ground, unless the base held when the 
ball wae h retouched

Any player running bases on foul balls shall be

THE FIRST CRUSH. 

There had been a tremendous rush to get seats 
at thie performance. it commenced at 12 m.,

door. The vestibule became packed, and there 
was very rough jostling in a good-natured way. 
Ladies stood the rough work, to the destruction 
of their hats with smiling faces. Several little 
shildren were thrown down and placed in dab- 
ger. They were rescued with difficulty. It soon 
became necessary to bar the way, 60 as to partly 
elear the vestibule, and in this way the people 
were let in, in batches. There was vobody hurt

HOW IT OCOURRED. 

Before entering into details, we can state, in a 
few words, how the calamity is supposed to have 
peen brought about.

The 
ealcium-lighs in the gallery had been turned on, 
and its glare was on the curtain, in a red light. 
There wasa slight hissing and odor of the burning 
chemicals.

The work of the policemen at the 
inner doors in throwing the people back until 
niet was restored,. undoubtedly saved many 
lives. It enabled us to clear the vestibule of the 
living and the dead; and when this was done, 
and the people got to out in 
something like order, the danger wag over.” 
Mr. Laycock, Principal of one of the public 
schools, found himself at the south end of the 
Opera-House, under the dress-circle staircage, in 
company with two of Mr. A. P. C. Bonte’s sons, 
John, t 17 years old, aud Harry, about 12, 
} —when the terrible rush was made for the main 
exit. Finding themselves hurried along by the 
excited crowd, and fearing ite madness and 
crushing strength, they worked their way to the 
door of the private office of Mr. Robinson. opena- 
ing op Ninth street. The door was locked. 
Tuey were in imminent peril of being knocked 
down and trampled under foot, and iu their des- 
peration burst in a panel of the door, through 
which little Harry was passed, aud he pulled 
back the dead-lach, opened the door for them, 
and gave the excited crowd another outlet. 
UNCLE JOHN ROBINSON 
made the following statement: ‘‘I was fearful! 
of some accident to-day, from the way this show 
was managed. In the first place, the ple 
who had it in charge knew nothing about — 
ling big crowds of people. They had children 
all over town selling ticketa to whoever would 
buy them, without making spy calcalation as to 
the capacity of the house. The people who had 
bought uckets for the matinee expected to get 
in, aud so did the people who had to buy tickets 
at the office. The doors ought to have been 
opened at 12 o'clock to-day, and, when the 
house was full, they ought to have been shut for 
good. Instead of that, the were not 
opened until 10 minutes to 1 by my watch; and, 
when I got bere, I found the street thronged 
with people, and the managers of the show 
totally unable to control them. It is a wonder 
to me that there were not as many peo- 
ple hurt and killed in getting in as there 
were in getting out, be crowd had the 
best of the ticket-takers, and went in at al- 
most every door that gives admission to the 
house. I finally hau to take the thing inte my 
own hands. I would let the vestibule fill up 
with people, and then put up the bare until they 
got inside, when | would admit another lot the 
same way, aod so on until the treatre was just 
as full as it would hold. I don’t know how many 
people there were in the house, I should say five 
thousand ; and there were as many outside do- 
manding admission as there were inside. I never 
saw as many people in the house before. Every- 
thing inside went aloog well enough, considering 
the jam, until some foolish boy, ar designing 
pickpocket, in the north lobby of the second tier, 
shouted Fire! as the red light was turned on 
just before the raising of the curtain. I was 
standing down stairs. near the west proscenium 
box at the time, and seeing the rush for the 
door, and foresceing a terrible excitement, ran 
around to the door, and shouted, and pushed. and 
crowded, and did everything in my power to make 
the people go back. The first rush was altogether 
ungovernabie, however, and out they went 
* into the vestibule, where they were met 
y the people from the street, who, in their ef- 
forts to get in, completely blocked the passage. 
and hardly auy got out until we eased ap 
the crowd inside, it hadn't been for the crowd 
outside pressing in, the people who were panic- 
stricken would have got out all right; but by the 
time we eased’the crowd inside, and made the 
general audience understand there was no fire. 
and no occasion for alarm, all the miechief had 
been done in the vestibule and on the gallery- 
stairs, where the crowd was dense and periecily 
demoralized. There is no managing such s tre- 
mendous crowd as that was when it is panic- 
stricken. There were people there, I suppose, 
who were never inside of a theatre before, aud 
didn’t koow anything but to rusb for the biggest 
opening onthe firstalarm. I have frequently 
seen this house, with very nearly as many peo- 
ple as were in it this afternoon, emptied in three 
minutes and a half; and if it hadn't been for the 
immense crowd at the door to-day, this thing 
would not have happened.” 
MR. 8. 6. DAVIS 
was standing at the west wing of the stage, 
waiting for the curtain to go up, when the 
alarm of fire was given. He says he made a 
quick but carefal survey of the bouse, and, 
seciog no evidences of fire except in the cal- 
cium-light, whose red reflection upon the cur- 
tain he had occasioned the cry, stepped 
out on the stage and assured the lence, 
which was beginning to be deeply disturbed, 
that there was no danger,—that everything was 
ali right, and the 9 would proceed. 
The agitation was then confined to the lobbies of 
the first floor, the outer row of seats, and the 
gallery. His assurance quieted the people in 
the parquette.and dress-cirr.e, and the curtain 
going up at that time, aud the performance 
commencing, it was some minutes before he 
beard that therush for the street had been attend- 
ed with apy serious results.

Mr. Davis altogether with Mr. Rob- 
inson as to the number of people there were in 
the house.

Are —tbe more soaehe possibly saw, as many 
otbers did, the cinders of the lime-sticks burnt 
in the gas-jet producing the light, dripping from 
the upper gallery. The burning of these sticks 
of lime is accompanied by 6 sound similar to 
that of escaping steam, and taken in connection 
with the drippings of the incandescent though 
totally harmiess lava. might readily produce 
upon an uninformed mind the impression of an 
incipient conflagfation. |

Mrs. John Robinson, Jr., was sitting in her 
father’s box,—the stage box on the west side, — 
and says that she saw Mrs. Kessler, in the midst 
of the alarm, jump from her seat in the balcony 
and fall into the perquette, where abe laid until 
picked up by some friends. 

MBS. WHITE AND HARRY. 

Harry White was by himself, in the gallery, 
and it is enppoesed that he was killed in the an- 
gle. Mrs. White and her little girl, 5 years old, 
were accompanied by Mrs. White's sister, Miss 
Cost. They arrived at the Opera-House late, 
and, finding the place so densely crowded, were 
standing irresolutely in the lobby, not knowing 
whether to remain or not, when the terror eom- 
menced. Mises Cost and a lady who wae with 
her state that they were caught between two 
rushing crowds, one in front of and one bebind 
them. The little girl, by some unknown means, 
was carried safeiy to the street. Mies Cost was 
carried out, ehe knows not bow. and all trace of 
Mrs. White was lost, until she was extricated in 
a dying condition from the mass of humanity iu 
the vestibule, and taken to the hospital, where 
she died within au hour after her arrival. She 
was terribly crashed about the chest, and 
had suffered so much from almost complete suf- 
focation that her features turned perfectly black. 
aud it was with didiculty that she could be recog- 
nized. 

MRS. CLARK 
is gad to have died in her seat in the dress- 
circle, of heart-disease, brought on by the fright. 
She was taken immediately to her home, Ninth 
and Mound. 
THE LOESCH BROTHERS. 

Ove of these boys was killed in the angle 
of the second story; the other down-staira. 

Miss Massatt was killed in the vestibule. 
There, also, the lad Crowley met his death. 

THE INJURED. 

Frederick Sirausb son of Mr. Herman 
Strausberg), a lad about 16 years of age, whose 
parents hve at 809 Court street, wae in the midst 
of the first rush. and one of the first to fall un- 
der the ieet of the terrible crowd. He waa bad- 
ly trampled about the bead and limbs, and, when 
pulled from ander the heap of human beings 
crusbing him to the nd, was almost dead 
from suffocation. He was quickly conveyed 
home, however, and revived by Dr. Maley, who 
reports bim out of danger. though it will be 
some time before be will recover from his inju- 


ries. 

Mrs. C. A. Pamphrey, who lives on Findlay 
street, near Freeman, was standing in the tobby 
pear the middie aisie with her nephew. Harry 
Coddington, (sen of Mr. W. H. Coddington), 
about 3 years old. They were unable to optain 
seate, and Mrs. umphrey was debating tho 
guestion whether she would remain or not, 
when the pani took place. She was soon in the 
midst of the surging throng, and with Harry 
was thrown down and tramped on by many feet 
ere she could be rescued. She escaped with « 
badly-bruised thigh ; but little Harry was more 
roughly used, his head beiog out in several 
places, his limbs the breath being 
almost cruebed out of his body. Dr. Wright 
was in attendance upon them immediately on 
their arrival home, and pronounced their inju- 
ries not serious. The purse-girl who had the 
boy in charge was carried along by the same ir- 
resistible stream, but managed to ficht her way 
to the street with the loss of her hat. 

Mrs. Goldsmith. wife of Mr. Sol Goldsmith, of 
the firm of Mack, Stadler & Co., was caught in 
the crowd and badly crushed about the chest. 
Like Mre. White, she was black in the face, 
through suspended respiration, when taken out 
of the mass in the vestibule, and totally un- 
conscious. She was taken to the Cincinnati 
Hospital, where everything ible was done to 
save her life, but the physicians in attendance, 
at 6 o'clock last evening, expressed but little 
hope of her recovery? She is the mother of ten 
children. 

Miss Annie Flood, hurt in the cheat seriously.

A young woman, apparently 18 or 19 years of 
age, who was not identified, was badly, it ie be- 
lieved fatally, injured, in the same manner as 
Mrs. White and Mrs. Goldsmith.

AFTER THE PANIC—EXCITING SCENES IN THE STREET. 

The panic inside the Opera-House was follow- 
ed by one of still greater proportions in the 
street, but most fortunately it was pot attended 
with any serious results. It is fair to presume 
that at least every square in the city was repre- 
sented by some one in the vast audience, and the 
alarm of fire from Box 45, at Ninth aod Elm. 
streets, at one caused apprehensions that it was 
certainly the Opera-House that was on fire. The 
consequence was that in a very short time peo- 
ple began to flock in that direction from all parts 
of the city. The audience having been dis- 

in the meantime, many were overjoyed to 
meet their darlings far from the scene aud out of 
danger ; but, in far more casez where children 
and friends were not thus found, the people 
only renewed their exertions and quickened 
their pace toward the scene of the calamity, 
burdened with the most fearful and tearful fore- 
bodings. 

The square on Nivth street, from Elm to 
Plum. and on Plum as far north as Court, was 
literally jammed with excited men, women, aud 
children ; while the sidewalks around the park 
were crowded by those who had been attract ed 
thither out of curiosity. It required the efforts 
of a stroug force of policemen to preserve order 
and keep the excited crowd from rusbing pell- 
moll into the Opera-House, where the crushed 
and mangled bodies of the vicuume were lying 
awaiting identification, The wildest confusion 
prevailed for over an hour, the like of which, we 
hope, it may never again be our misfortune to 
witness. Men and women were rushing hither 
aud thither, wringing their hands, with tears 
streaming down their cheeks, endeavoring to 
get tidings of dear ones they had parted wits 80 

oyously, perhaps only a few hours before. 
tory opportunity wag eagerly availed of to 
make inquiry as to the names of the victims, but 
the stories told were so conflicting that little 
satisfaction was afforded. 

After an hour or more had elapsed, the bodies

The wildest rumors prevatied as to the cause 
of the panic, and around those who witnessed 
the ible affair were of snxious listen- 
ers, endeavoring to obtain information. Most of 
these stories were, of course, nothing more nor 
less than miserable bosh, without any founde- 
tion in fact. One man was sure the als of 


saw the stage-lights when the curtain was going

The 
story of another was, that the boy who gave the 
alarm firet saw the smoke issuing from one of 
the heating registers, and supposing it was a 
genuine fire, without auy thought or regard for 
consequences, gave the alarm. Still another 
told the story of a fight in the lobby of the bal- 
couy, and the ery of ** faut was misunderstood 
for “fire!” Tbe stores of tuis nature were so 
numerous and 80 coaflicting that they are not 
worth repeating. 
SINGULAR FEATURE OF THE TRAGEDY. 

The most singular feature of the whole affair 
is, that many who were in the house duriag the 
panic left after performance had _ 
stopped, and went to their homes biiasfally igno- 
rant of the tragical occurrences already de- 
scribed. Manymen whose wives ana children 
were in the Opera-House sought frantically for 
them in all the houses to which the bodies had 
been removed, and finally found the objects of 
their search safely h at their respective 
bomes, uncoeseious of the death-ecenes 
they had left behind them. 

UNYOUNDED RUMORS OF PICKPOCKETS. 

Thete Were vague stories that a mob of pick- 
manage bee typ en fire alarm in the Opera- 

ouse, so that, during the panic likely to ensue, 
they would be enabled to reap a rich harvest by 
plying their dmsbonest calling. far as we 
could aace there was no foundation for any 
such rumors. is a fact that many pocket- 
books and 4 — many articles ot jewelry were 
reported during the panic, but it was not at 
the hands of pickpockets, 

About 4 o'clock @ man named Michael Whalen 
was arrested for drunkenness and disorderly 
conduct and taken tothe Ninth Street Station. 
Word passed through the excited crowd that 
Whalen was a pickpocket, and before he reached 
the station a l number of excited people 

around bim aod the arresting officers, 

who experienced some difliculty in getting their 

soner to the station. The excitement was go 

igh at the time that the prisoner would have 

received rough treatment but for the prompt ex- 
planation of the case by the officers. 

Experienced officera, who were around in the 
crowd during the entire aiternoon, looking for 
suspicious characters, diecredit the theory that 
pickpockets had anything to do with getting up 
the panic. 

TERRIBLE CLOSING SCEXES. 

In sn unused room on the west of the balcony 
lounging-room our reporter found laid out the 
bodies of Miss Runzi, Hattie Leslie, and Harry 
White. The bodies, like the others, were laid 
out with the feet tied together, and the hands at 
} ‘The faces were discolored from suffo- 
cation, and wore expressions indicative of the 
great agony in which they had died. Here 
u was the ead experience of the reporter 
to witness the identification of Hattie Les- 
lie and White by their griet- 
stricken father® Mr. Leslie had heard of the 
death of his little girl, and, almost bereft of 
reason by the terrible blow, was driving about 
on an undertaker’s wagon, with streaming eves, 
inquiring for his lost darling. When he at last 
he found her, her sweet face blank and distorted 
in death, the scene was agonizing. Mr. White's 
was a hard lot indeed. He found his dead boy 
and was carrying him to his mother, when the 
oruol blow was followed by one more cruel still. 
it was that the wife of his bosom, to whom he 
was ing their loved child, was also among 
the injured, and at that moment was dying at 
the hospital. His double woe brought many 
tearful sympathizers to his side. 

On the floor of Squire Riley's office, on Ninth 
street, opposite the Opera-House, lay the body 
of one of the Loesch boys, and that of Miss 
Maasatt. 

One of the most terrible sights of the day was 
that in Hem)n's office, where the three injured 
ladies, Mra. Clark. Mre. Goldsmith, and Carrie 
Uhl were—Mrs, White dying, and the others in 
convulsions. 

LATER AS TO INJURED PERSONS. 

The only victims of the catastrophe ht 
into the Hospital up to a late hour, besides Mrs. 
White, were Mrs. Goldsmith and the unknown 
young girl, who called m her delirium for one 
** Mamie,” aud was supposed to be a nurse-girl. 
It wae subsequently learned that this young girl 
is a Mies Carrie Uhl, who kept house for her 
brother, Joseph Uhl, a young married man, at 
128 Findlay street. Mr. Joseph Uhl is — ed 
as bookkeeper by John A. Mohlenhoff, the 
queeneware dealer on Fifth street. Carrie Uhl 
wae delirious for several hours after her removal 
to the hospital; but at last accounts was resting 
easily, with every prospect of recovery. She 
has not been disfigured, and excepting that her 
collar-bone had been broken, she appeared to 
have suffered no serious internal injuries. She 
is only 18 years of age. The MHamie for 
whom she called while delirious appears to be a 
younger sister. 

Mre. Goldsmith was also reported as resting 
easily at last accounis. In her case no bones 
were broken, but her injuries nevertheless ap- 
pear to be of a more serious character than those 
of Miss Uh). Bhe had been terribly bruised 
about the face, thongh not, it is believed, in a 
manner to permanently disfigure her. Internal 
injuries are feared, but how serious cannot vet 
be determined. 

The rumor widely prevalent last evening, that 
Mrs. Heury Kessler had died from her injuries, 
bappily lacked confirmation upon careful inquiry 
being made. At last accounts Mrs. Henry Kese- 
ler was resting comfortably, and quite conscious. 
Her physician announces that she received no 
gerious external injuries, and that her internal 
injuries are probably confined to concussion of 
the brain, which does not promise dangerous re- 
sults, 


DESERVING OF PRAISE. 

Crxctnnati, Feb. 5, 1876.— Zo the Editor of the 
Commercial: We wish to call your attention to 
the young gentleman, Mr. D. W. Clifton, who 
rendered some very valuable assistance in the 
great accident which occurred to-day at Kobin- 
son's Opera-House, and who can be thanked for 
saving @ very large number of lives at least. We 
noticed him in the very midst of danger, taking 
people by almost superhumao and foro- 
ing them into their seats. Perh eps there will be 
a very large number of those who were there, 
who will remember the tall voung man who 
would say, Sit still and be quiet,” in the bai- 
cony, who also assisted in taking bold and 
helping out those who were almost crushed to 
death at the foot of the staircase.

THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 
To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune : 

Cuicaco, Feb. 7.—I have taken your paper for 
several years, aud in general I approve of your 
course, but it seems to me that you need not try 
quite so hard to dig up all the arguments and 
old statistics you can find to prove that wheat is 
going to bring a high price on account of scarei- 
ty in the old country this year, for it makes the 
farmers more inclined to do what they are al- 
ways enough isclined to do,—hold back their 
wheat and let their debts go unpaid. It has 
been a terrible year for country collections, part- 
ly ou account of bad roads, and partly because 
the papers have taken the ground that 
pext summer j must be higher, 
and many ¢ merchants have ‘on 
ovliged to go to the wall in consequence of it; 
for when the farmer won't pay, the country 
merchant can’t pay bia debts, and trade ia stag- 
nant. It seems to me you have friends in town 
as well as country, and it is at least possible that 
you aap ne mistaken in your estimate, and that 
now. while speculators are doing ali they can to 
hold up prices, hoping, Micewber-like, for some- 
thing to turn up to help them out, and 
ere holding back and staving off debta, and pay- 
ing high rates of interest,—I say u may be pos- 
sible that this is the best time to seil, and cer- 
tainly the merchants and manufacturers are en- 
titled to their pay, and peed it very much in- 
deed. Last year the farmers sold grain too 
soon, and this year it may be possible, though I 
don’t claim to kaow anything about it, that they 
will hold too long.

THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 
THE STORY OF A SPECIAL AGENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinaron, D. C., Feb. 7.—Springer’s Com- 
mittee on the expenditures of tho State Depart- 
ment has discovered a pew mine in what is al- 
lezed to be an unpublished or suppressed copy 
of the official report of D. B. Randolph Keim 
upon the Consuler Service of the United States. 
Kem, during the years 1870, 1871, and 1872, 
visited as the Special Inspecting Agent of the 
Government every Consulate of the United 
States in ever country of the globe, making a 
special report on each Consulate. and 
traveling in two years and a half 60,000 
miles. Some portions of his voluminous report 
have been published, but the copy which the 
Springer Committee alleges as having been sup- 
pressed has certainly hitherto been at least but 
very little known. This document bas certainly 
a terrible arraignment of the entire Consular 
system. The digest of the report comprises one 
octavo volume of considerable size. Sprioger’s 
Committee will undoubtedly use this report ae 

THE BASIS OF A NEW DEPARTURE 
in the investigation, and will summon Keim to 
substantiate the statements made in it. The fol- 
lowing is a reference to some of the 
leading facts and conclusions of this re- 
port: He finds that the defects in 
Consular law are very great, and there isa 
lamentable want of practical knowledge among 
Consuls of the necessities of the Consular ser- 
vice. There is too much law on some subjects 
and none at all on very important ones. There 
is no statute which gives any burean officer 
authority to enforce any of the laws. The pres- 
ent system is principally founded on the idea of 
„everybody for bimself.” The only check upon 
the wholesale appropriation of fees or the reck- 


less disbursement of funds by some of the offi- 


cers bas been . 
_ THE CONSTANT ‘SUSPICION 
of the Bureau officera, whose long experience 
in these expenditures has not made them care- 
ful in passing accounts. The act of July 1. 
1870, relating to commerce with China and 
Japan, the third section of which is a fair index 
to a bill which furnishes such corrupt opportu- 
nities, was drafted by Mr. Seward, present 
United States Consul of Shanghai. This fact 
was told by Seward himself to Keim. Keim 
disparages the attempt to make the consular 
service a source of revenus by the payment of 
inadequate salaries to consular officers. This 
chapter of bis report will not be as well received 
by the Democrate. Mr. Keim says such a poli- 
cy may bring a few thousand dollars into the 
Treasury, but jt will certainly take a great many 
more thousands out. This cheap system has 
resulted in the practice of 
MANY PERSONAL IMPOSITIONS 
by the Consuls and has disgraced us io a nation- 
al point of view beyond estimate. Keim recom- 
mends that there should be a Bureau officer at 
home who should have control of the consular 
service. His chapter upon the incompetency 
consular oſdcers is a startling one. 
experietice is that the vast ma 
jority of Counsulse are unfit for 
their places, and exercise their functions for 
their personal ends or for gain. They do not 
dignify the sefvice by their presence, but add to 
its notoriety by their defects. Nearly every Con- 
sulate visited had some defects. A great por- 
tion of the officers were noted for incompetency, 
low babits, aod vulgarity. The chief lapses of 
the Consuls are in the collection of fees, in the 
exercise of judicial powers, in the adjustment 
of the business of American citizens in the set- 
tlement of the estates of decedents, in the sell- 
ing of the American flag, in running out ships. in 
the discharge of seamen, in giving relief to sick 
seamen, in issuing local passports. in counte- 
nancipg .ship-masters, and in taxing Chinese 
emigrants. r. Keim says: Iodeed the most, 
interesting feature of my investigation was the 
ingenuity displayed by consular officers since the 
act of 1856, particularly in defrauding the Gov- 
ernment. 
GREAT FRAUDS 

are practiced in the disbursement of the fund 
for the relief of American seamen in foreign 
ports. There is no branch in the consular ser- 
vice subject to greater abuse than the adminis- 
tration of these humane funds. Vouchers have 
been paid by the ream when the Treasury 
officers believed tbat they were questionabie. 
There is, however, no law which suchorizes an 
officer to dispute an account that is in due form, 


an 
can be found.” 

The check, Mr. Keim says, that the Treasury 
Department has upon the system of Consular 
accounts, is a burlesque upon official accoupta- 
bility. ‘‘There is.“ he continues, “ hardly a 
feature in the Consular service that does not in- 
dicate imbecility in the point of the executive 
force, bumilition in point of character, and 
penuriousness and extravagance in point of prac- 
tice.” Keim classifies these irregularities us fol- 
lows: First, neglect of duty from incompetency 
and willfulness; second, in regard to Consular 
fees; third. in the exercise of judicial powers 
fourth, in regard to invoices ; fifth, in the use o 
the office for personal advancement; sixth, in 
accounting for fees. 3 a 

Keim found that a large proportion of the 
Consuls were 

ADDICTED TO INTEMPERANCE, 

and that in remote places they had entirely left 
their morale at home, and lived a life disgraceful 
to civilization. As to several of the Consulates 
in South America, Keim says of the accounts 
for the relief of sick seamen: It is my judg- 
ment that not one voucher in ten is & 
bona fide expenditure.” He found that in 3 
great number of places extortionate and illegal 
fees were charged for invoices. He reports that 
no consular o has ever been punished. He 
says: I am not aware of a single case of formal 
investigation aud punishment of a Consular offi- 
cer for bis offense. Removal from vffice, when 
removal been made, as a rule has been ex- 


ful fees $75,774. He found general looseness in 
the keepi of accounts. In many cases 
no accounts for fees were kept. Some were kept 
in lead-pencil. Not more than a half a dozen 
Consulates of the whole list had a complete set 
of books. Since 1856, very few had posted up 
the fee list as the regulations require. He found 
that enormous fees were paid to the United 
States = e where there are

NATIONAL FINANCE. 


ANOTHER EXHIBITION OF DEMOCRATIC CAUTION. 


Speciai Dispatch to The Chicago /ribune. 
Wasutnaton, D. C., Feb. 7.—The effect of 
the Democratic caucus was piainly noticeable in 
tne House to-day. The Democrats have post- 
poned their unwisdom for one week. The con 
sequence was that the ‘House proceedings were 
more barren than they often are of Mondays. 
It seemed to be the purpose of the Democrats 
to avoid committing either party to the vague 
and broad generalities that are so usual in Mon- 
day's resolutions. Nota single finance proposi- 
tion was presented for a vote by the Democrats. 
The finance question is in abeyance, with that 
| party at least, until after the caucus to-morrow 
night. Mr. Kasson, of Iowa, however, did for 
the Democrats what, for the first time, they have 
refused on Mondays to do for themselves. He 
committed them toa very foolish vote on the 
general finance question. He succeeded in 
forcing 
AN INDIRECT VOTE 
upon these two propositions : First, that there 
is no constitutional authority in Congress to is- 
sue paper money asa legal tender in time of 
peace; second, that all currency legislation 
should tend to specie resumption, to which the 
Government has pledged ite faith. The tech- 
nical motion was to so su the rules that 
these two ore could be brought to a sep- 
arate vote. This motion failed by a vote of 96 
yeas to 140 maye. The vote, of course, was not 
a test vote upon the merits of the question, but 
negatively it showed the unwillingness of the 
Democrats to affirm such propositions. The 
Democrats, with few exceptions, voted nay.

OUR CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
INVESTIGATION POSTPONED. 
Sveciai Lrspatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 
Wasurneton, PD. C., Feb. 7.—The Public Build- 
ings Committee have further postponed its in- 
vestigation of the Cbicago Custom-House mat- 
ter until Secretary Bristow can bave time to 
furuish the Committee with proofs of corrup- 
tion, if be has any.

CHARGES AGAINST MUELLER. 

In the Committee on Public Buildings, one of 
the charges made against Mueller under his 
contract is, that he delays work in order to in- 
crease his — on the aggregate pay-roll, 
and that he employs many poor workmen to 
make his commissions greater. The Goveru- 
ment supervision goes only to the quality of 
the work ultimately done, and not to the time 
required for doing it, so that the Government 
under the present law-form of contracts prac- 
tically bas no power to limit the amount of the 
labor-roll upon which the contractor may re- 
ceive his commission.

A vote 
was bal which adopted tbe yi report, and 
the pastor, Judge G. L. Withey, and N. L. Avery 
were appointed to represent the church iu 
the Council. The action caused much feel- 
ing and many heated discussions after 
it was had. Some claim that quite a large ma- 
jority of the actual church membership are op- 
posed to sending the representatives, and a 
reconsideration may be had. It is likely to be a 
serious bone of contention.

THE CONSUMERS NEW ORDINANCE. 

An ordinance in reference to the Consumers’ 
Gas-Licht and Coke Company was introduced 
aud referred to the Committees on Streets and 
Alleys of the three divisions. 

The substance of the ordinance is that per- 
mission be granted to the Company to lay ite 
pi etc., on any of the streets or public ways 
of the city, subject to the same restrictions as 
are lawfully imposed upon the gas companies 
now doing business. The maximum price shall 
not exceed $2.50 per 1,000 feet for sixteen-candle 
gas, the city, for its street-lamps, etc., to be 
charged not to exceed $2 ; the Company to ex- 
pend not less than $100.000 in the purchase of 
ground, erection of works, and laying mains 
within one year, aud the works to be ready for 
manufacture of gas within two years.

Despite the efforts of the pelice the Campbell 
murderer, John Heach, is stili at large. Very 
foolishly he ran away immediately after the af- 
fray, and thereby added a look of guilt to the 
affair that it would not otherwise possess.

THE BUILDING SUPERINTENDENT. 
WHAT HE PROPOSES TO DO. 

Yesterday afternoon a TRIBUNE reporter hap- 
pened to meet Mike Bailey, Superintendent of 
Buildings, and at once fell into a conversation 
with him upon the subject of Mike's estimates 
for the expendes of his Department for the cur- 
rent year, which have been commented upon by 
some of the papers as being altogether too 
large. Said the reporter: 

How is it, Mike, that you want $29,000 this 
year, when last year you got along with half that 
sum?“ 

»The fact is, said Mike, last year they cut 
me down so from what I did ask for that it has 
been very bard scraiching to get along, and 
while some of the things which I have asked for 
this year may not meet with the approval of ** 
Finance Committee, yet I don’t see how my De- 
partment can get on without them.” 

THOSE HORSES. 

But what is this idea about horses, said the 
reporter. Is the city to buy horses and run a 
livery stable?“ 

„No,“ said Mike. I suggested to the Coun- 
cil thai I could do as much work with ten men 
who had horses as 1 could with twenty who had 
to work on foot. What I ask is, give me for ten 
men $1,200 @ year apiece, and also allow each 
one $300 to cover the expenses of keeping a 
horse. I don’t propose that the city shall buy 
the horses, but that the men shall get them 
themselves, and the city simoly pay for their 
feed, etc. A mounted man can do realiy three 
times as much in the way of inspection as one 
who is withont any other means of locomotion 
than his legs or a horse-car. Now, for instance, 
there is one district which extends from 
Twelfth street to Randolph, apd from 
the river to the city mits. in which, last year, 
there were from 600 to 700 buildings put up. It 
is out of the question for any one man to go 
over that territory daily during the building sea- 
son and inspect every house or store which is 
going up. ‘be men are unable to do the work, 
and the natural result with a good many is that 
they become negligent and plead as their excuse 
for not working that it is impossible for them 
to cover the ground. Now, you take a man and 
put him on a horse, and he is able to cover the 
entire territory without any difficulty. 

OTHER SUGGESTIONS. _ 

Then I suggested that we ought to have an- 
other man to keep a record of all fires and ai 
account of their origin. I aleo resommeuded 
that $3,000 be allowed for a contingent ſ und to 
cover the expenses of tearing Jown dangerous 
walls or buildings in case the Fire Department 
should stop doing it. Up to this time it has al- 
ways been done by the Fire-Marshal and his 
men, and if they keep on there is, of course, no 
necessity far the $3,000 item, which 18 included, 
by the way, in the sum total of #29, 000. 

Then, too, I want to have a couple of good, 
competent roofers, who shall make ab examina- 
tion of all the roofs in the city, many of which 
are in a. bad condition. As 1 understand, the 
roofers intend to petition the Couucil to have 
all roofers licensed, and they say that if any one 
of their number is caught violating the pro- 
visions of the Building jaw that they shall inter-

TAXATION. 
ARGUING WITH THE BANES. 

Yesterday the employes in City Collector Von 
Hollen’s office were nearly all engaged in mak- 
ing out warrants for le vies on the National Banks 
which have not paid their taxes for 1871-72 and 
4 A goodly number were completed, and the 
banks notified. The warrants for 1871 and 72 
are very similar, but in 1874 a slight variation is 
made, inasmuch as a tax is added for the West 
Side Water-Works and Jones School, byt the 
details are the same.

1 1s bank has always paid its 
taxes promptly each year. To-day George Von 
Hollen intends to go for the banks, and he says 
they will have to pay their back taxes, as they 
bave no other recourse left them.

Burchard's Bill Requiring Them to 
Accumulate a 20-Per-Cent 
Coin-Reserve. 


Letter from Mr. B. in Reply to Objections 
Made Against the Measure. 


To the Editor of fhe Chleace Tribune : 

Wasarnoton, D. C., Feb. 2, 1876.—A late num- 
ber of your paper contained an editorial review 
of a bill, introduced by Mr. Morrisod. relating 
to the accumulation of coin by the banks and 
Government. An allusion was made to a bill I bad 
presented, requiring National Banks to accamu- 
idte a 20-per-cent coin-reserve preparatory to 


specie-payment. A communication from & 


Washington correspondent was published in a 
subsequent number, reiterating some of the ob- 
jeotions that had been. suggested, and predict- 
ing that the banks would withdraw their circula- 
tion to escape its requirements. As it is 
measure which I moved and advocated in the 
House of Representatives nearly six years ago, 
and have since repeatedly proposed, I am most 
anxious to ascertain whether it would prove op- 
pressive, unjust, and disastrous. Senator Sum- 
ner advocated the principle in the Forty-second 
Congress; and ex-Senator Trumbull, I notice, 
in a late speech at Chicago, criticised the Repub- 
lican party for neglecting to require the banks 
to hold their coin-interest. The purpose is to 
require National Banks, when specie-psyments 
are 


reached : 
I. To maintain a reserve for circulation and 


posit; 
2. Consisting in part of coin ; 
8. Accumulated gradually by the retention of 
the coin-interest paid ou their bonds. 
The serious objections suggested by your cor- 
respondent are: a 
1. That this will impose upon the banks, al- 
ready too heavily tazed, a burden beyond en- 
durance ; | 
2. That, to avoid ite provisions, they will re- 
tire their circulation. causing * sudden and dis- 
astrous contraction of the currency. 
I took my pen merely to answer these objec- 
tions, but permit me to say s word aa to the 
priety and necessity of the proposed legis- 
on. 


Its purpose is to require the banks to be pro- 
pared to redeem their own notes whenever 
specie-resumption shail be actually reached. 
lt assumes that a reserve will then be required 
for circulation as well as deposits; that 
such reserve must bear such a proportion to the 
circulation as experience has demonstrated to 
be indispensable to a safe system of bankiog. 
The National-Banking act originally required 
such a reserve; and it is a provision of every 
sound system of banking. According to the 
Report of the Secretary of the Treasury nee a 
tive Documents, Volume, First Sersion Thirty- 
eighth Congress), the State banks, until dis- 
placed by the National-Banking system, held for 
successive periods a larger proportion of specie 
to their circulation than this bill requires. 

The statement in the Report shows the follow-

The specie held by the banks, it appears, 
ranged from 30 to 46 per cent of the circulation ; 
and the banks, besides specie, had ou hand 
notes of other banks and cash-items amounting 
to half as much more.
